July  5,  1941;    The  field  forces  of  the  Department  in  each  State  and  county- 
were  organized  intoJUSM  Defense  Boards  .under  the  chairmanship  of  the:  chair- 
man of  the  State,  and  county  AAA  committees.    The  Boards  formed  a  rallying 
point  for  the  responsi^ble  officers  in  each  State  and  county  and  to  focus  the 
efforts  of  the  Department  and  cooperating  State  agencies  so  as  to  .render 
farmers  more  prompt  and  efficient  aid  xn  'carrying  on  their  war  act iyities.

January?-  7,  1942:    The ^ -Seer etar^^  directed  that  the  titles  of  the  State  and 
county  Defense  Boards  "be  changed  to  USBi  War  Boards. 

January;- 16,  1942:    The  noTT  goals  for  1942  farm  production,  revised  after 
Decem"ber  7,  uere  -announced,  placing  special  emphasis  upon  an  increased  produc- 
tion of  fats  and  oils  "by  greatly  increasing  acreages  of  soy"beans,  peanuts,  and 
flaxseed.    Price  support  and  loans  Tiere  made  availaole. 

llarch  8,  1942".  The  J'oresf  Service  and  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  made  joint 
announcement .  of  their  guayule  ruhber  project  follorring  immediately  the  passage 
of  appropriate  legislation  "by  the, .Congress. 

May  8,  1942:     The  Secretary  made  a  statement  "before  the  Su'bcommittee  of  the 
Senate  Committee  on  ■4gri culture  and  Forestry  investigating  the  uses  of  farm 
crops  in  the  ■production  of  alcohol  and  synthetic  rubber.  '  He  advocated  the  use 
of  80  million  "bushels  of  uheat  or  corn  to  produce  alcohol  to  turn  into  220,000 
tons  of  butadiene,  the  principal  rar;  material  for  240,000  tons  of  synthetic 
rubber. 

May  14,  1942:     The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  announced  the  arrival  'of  a  small 
shipment  of  Russian  dandelion,'  (Kok-Saghyz)  seeds  uhich  vzere  to  be  used  for 
experimental  plantings  to  determine  vhere  the  plant  uould  best  grovr  here.  *  *  * 
The  Victory  i'ood  Special ' program  rzas  announced  designed  to  increase  the  .con- 
sumption of  foods  in  -temporary  or    seasonal  abundance  and  to  divert  cons"umers 
from  foods  more  badly  needed  for  our  armed  forces  and  our  allies. 

May  19 .  1942:    A  program  Tzas  adopted  designed  to  enable  canners  to  operate  at 
maximum  production,  farmers  to  produce  at  capacity,  and  consumers  to  procure 
canned  vegetables  without  having  to  pay  extremely  high  prices.    Price  support 
was.  then  and  later  given  to  12  canned  vegetables-  in  addition  to  the  four  men- 
tioned December  19  previously.  ■  *' 

June  1,.  1942:     The  Porest  Service,  in  cooperation  with  State' forestry  agencies, 
.  conservation  organizations,  and  the  War  advertising  Council,  launched  a  War- 
■  time' Forest  Pire  Prevention  Carrpaign.  .'      '  " 

June  6,  1942:     The  program  to  aid  producers  of  del:5'-drated  vegetables  needed  by 
our  armed  forces  and  for  Lend-Lease  shipment  was ^onder taken  as  an  emergency 
research  project  by  several  bureaus  of  the  Agric-'oltural  Research  Administra- 
tion,-'*  *  *  *  4  Poods  pLequirements  Committee,  with  control  over  the  production 
and  allocation  of  all  civilian  and  r.ilitary  food  supplies ,' was  named  by  the 
Chairman  of  WPB  ,  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  Chairman,    It  was 
intended  to  be  a  centralized  body  with  power  to  direct  and  handle  the  wartime 


food  pro'blem  in  close  coordination  uith  other  conplic&ted  war-production 
problems.  *■  *  *  *  The  Secretary  approved  an  agreenent "between  the  Comodity 
Credit  Coirporation  and  the  Forest  Service  under  nhich  the  Service,  acting 
as  the  Corporation's  agent,  would  conduct  a  large-scale  enterprise  for  the 
production  of  spruce  logs  suitable  for  airplane  lunber  from  the  Tongass 
National  I'orest  in  Alaska. 

June  9,  1942:     The  White  House  announced  the  appointment  of  a  Combined  Food 
Board  composed  of  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  head  of  the  British  Pood 
Mission,  to  effect  planned  and  expeditious  utilization  of  the  feed  resources 
of  the  United  Nations. 

J-jne  30,  1942:    The  Secretary  allocated  to  the  Forest  Service  $223,000  from 
the  Ilorris-Doxey  Act  appropriation  to  establish,  in  cooperation  with  the 
States,  a  forest-products  marketing  service  for  farmers.    The  service  provides 
information  on  markets  and  assistance  in  marketing  operations.     It  encourages 
cutting  of  forest  products  needed  for  war  and  forest-management  practices  that 
will  effect  continuing  production  and  returns  from  farm  woodlands. 

July  1.  1942:    To  meet  needs  of  WB,  OPA,  and  other  war  agencies,  the  Forest 
Service  set  up  a  special  unit  to  compile  information  on  requirements,  produc- 
tion and  supplies  of  forest  products,  and  on  special  problems  of  production 
and  distribution.    Work  of  the  -unit  included  nation-wide  surveys  of  Imber 
stocks,  estimates  of  lumber  requirements,  analyses  of  factors  affecting 
production,  and  special  studies  on  procurement  of  critical  wood  products  such 
as  puLpwood,  aircraft  lumber,  and  shuttle  blocks. 

July  20,  1942:     The  Administrator  of  the  Rural  Electrification  Administration 
halted  all  construction  of  rural  power  lines  under  the  Federal  lending 
program  in  order  to  conserve  critical  materials  for  the  war  effort. 

July  23,  1942:     The  Secretary  announced  a  three-point  program  to 'help 
alleviate  the  existing  meat  shortage.    The  prices  paid  for  meat  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  purchasing  for  Lend-Lease  shipment  were  reduced;  local  adjustments 
were  made  to  try  to  bring  prices  into  line  with  act-ual  costs  to  packers;  ' 
plans  were  formulated  to  enable  packers  to  continue  operation  when  they  faced 
the  necessity  for  suspending. 

August  1942:     The  Department  furnished  the  Army  Signal  Corps  a  group  of  its 
rural  electrification  engineers  for  construction  work  in  connection  with  the 
Alcan  highway. 

August  7,  1942:  A  program  of  Government  aid  in  supplying  farm  labor,  set  up 
by  the  War  Manpower  Comm.ission  and  the  Department,  was  announced.  It  was  to 
be  managed  by  the  Farm  Security  Administration  in  cooperation  with  the  War 
Boards  and  the  U.  S.  Empl o;;,'ment  Service.  It  included  paying  the  transporta^ 
tion  of  farm  workers  for  d.istances  exceeding  200  miles;  standard  minim-um 
wages;  an  educational  progran  for  the  efficient  use  of '  labor  in  wartime  food 
production;  and  the  utilization  of  some  Canadian  and  Mexican  labor. 
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August  20,  1942:    Machinery  had  "1)6611' set  up  for  transporting  donestic  fam 
Tzorkers  into  areas  uhere  serious  lator  shortages  existed.    Concerted  efforts 
were  "being  nade  to'-  retain  experienced  nanagers  on.farns,  to  get  industry  to 
recruit  its  loJoor  'in'  cit ies ,  and  to  utilize  fully  the  underemployed  TTorkers  on 
snail  fanily  farms  in  lou- income  groups  "by  providing  Pam  Security  Administra- 
tion loans.  *  *  -^^  *  The  Secretary  stated  that  he  h6  longer  felt  price  ceilings 
on  livestock  should  "be  proha'bited  "by  law  until  prices  reached  110  percent  of 
parity  and  that  he  hoped  for' the  repeal  of  this  provision. 

August  28 .  1942 ;    A  pricing,  marketing,  and  processing  program  for  the  major 
oil  crops  was  announced  to  protect  prices  to  famers,  to  implement  the  price 
supports  announced- "by  the  Department  as  an  inducem.e.nt  to  farmers  to  increase 
their  production  of -cottonseed,  peanuts ,' spy'beans,  and  linseed  for  oil,  and 
to  preserve  OPA  ceiling  prices  on  vegeta'bl'e  oil  products. 

Sex)tem"ber  1,  1942:    -IJhe  Secretary ^  as  Chairman  of  the  ?oods  Requirement's  Com- 
mittee, announced  a  voluntary  meat- conservation  program  to  "be  followed  in  due 
time  "by  rationing.    The  amount  of  meat  that  packers  could  sell  into  civilian 
trade  was  limited.    Civilians  were  asked  to  consume  no  more  than  2g-  pounds  per 
person  per  week  of  pork,  "beef,  veal,  lam"b,  and  mutton. 

SeT)tem"ber'^17,  1942:    A  temporary  order  prohi"biting  the  sale  of  new  farm 
machinery;*" ' and  equipment,  except  as  specified  in  a  rationing  scheme  governing 
its  release,  was  a,nnounced  and  "became  effective  immediately.    An  OPA  order  of 
the  previous  day  had  delegated  to  the  Department  authority  to  ration  such 
machinery  and  equipment. 

Octo'ber  2,  1942:    The  Price" Stabilization  Act  was  signed.  Sections  3  and  8  of 
which  especially  concenied  agricultural  commodities../ 

Octo'ber  7,  1942:     The  President  authorized  the  Secretary  to  increase  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  loan  rates  on  cotton,  to"bacco,  rice,  and  market ing- quota 
peanut s"ffom  85  to  90  percent  of  parity.  '•' 

Octo'ber  14,  1942:    Goals  were  announced  calling  for  a  15-30  percent  increase 
of  acreage  in  carrots,  lima  "beans,  snap  "beans,  and  onions,  and  for  the  same 
acreage  as  in  1942  for  caVoage,  fresh  tomatoes',  ."beets ,  and  spinach.     The  follow- 
ing were  designated  less  essential  or  nonessential  vegeta"bles  and,  as  was 
announced  Novem"ber  9,  their  acreage  to  "be  reduced  70-85  percent:  Cantaloupes, 
cucum"bers ,  cauliflower,  eggplant,  watermelon,  "bleached  celery,  head  lettuce, 
green  pe;ppers,  asparagus,  artichokes.    The  Department  would  give  no  aid  to 
growers  of  these  in  o'btaining  transportation,,  la'bor,  fertilizers,  containers, 
and  so  on.     On  ITovem'ber  9  broccoli  also  was  added  to  the  list  of  vegetables 
for  which  the  acreage  was  to  be  maintained.  ,      ■  > 

October  21,  1942:  ■  The  Department  and  the  OPA  jointly  anno^anced  the  completion 
of  a  program  designed  to  prevent  increases  in  the  price  of  bread  and  flour  to 
American  consumers. 

October  28,  1942:     The  War  Manpower  Commission  announced  a  broad  program  to 
stabilize  emplojnnent  on  dairy,  livestock,  and  poultry  farms,  under  a  directive 
requiring  the  Selective  Service  System  to  ask  local  draft  boards  to  grant 
occupational  deferments  to  necessary  men  in  these  lines  for  whom  replacements 
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are  unaYailalile'.  *  *  *  *  All  new  farm  machinery  and'  eq^uipment,  except  repair 
parts,  was  frozen  as  of  November  1,  under  Teihporaiy  Rationing  Order  B  which 
was  to  remain  in  effect  imtil  State  and  county  quotas  were  estaMished  as  a  n 
"basis  for  a  pemanent  rationing  order.    The  Department  and  the  State  ¥ar  Boards 
were  to  establish  these  quotas.    On  December  31  the  freeze  was  released,  and 
farmers  thereafter  required  purchase  certificates- to  biiy  under  rationing.  / 

November  10,  1942:     The  War  Manpower  Commission  issued  a  directive  to  Govern- 
ment agencies  putting  into  effect  its  program  for  conserving,  training,  and 
recruiting  labor  on  dairy,  livestock,  ^and  poultry  farms.    The  program  got  under 
way  experimentally  by  November  22,  the  Farm  Security- Administrat ion  handling  it. 
Recruits  were  to  be  trained  at  State  colleges  and  then  placed  on  jobs,  the 
U.  S.  Employment  Service  cooperating  in  selecting  families  to  be  moved. 
Transportation  is  provided.    Written  contract  agreements  between  employers  and 
workers  are  required.    The  program  is  to  help  get  low- income  -farm  families  into 
productive  agricultural  employment. 

November  17, -1942:    With  funds  provided  by  the  Office  of  Coordinator  of  Inter- 
American  Affairs,  the  Forest  Service  undertook  tropical  timber  studies  in 
Central  and  South  American  countries  to  obtain  information  on  forest  products 
sources,  supplies,  and  uses  for  war  ship-building,  military  constiuct ion,  and' 
other  war  needs.    Department  foresters  already  were  making  a  survey  of  quinine 
sources  in  Colombia. 

December  1,  1942:     The  1943  Agricultural  Adjustment  Agency  program  was  • 
announced  placing  special  emphasis  on  war  crops  with  payment  deductions  on 
farms  failing,  to  meet  war-production  goals.    Farmers  are'  to  make  wartime  crop 
adjustments  and  also  to  adopt  approved  soil  conservation  practices  to  insure 
increased  acre  yields  and  protection  of  the  soil. 

December  5,  1942:    Executive  Order  9280  placed  responsibility  for  the  entire 
national  \7artime  food  program  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture ,  who  was 
directed  to  ascertain  needs,  formulate  and  implement  programs  to  fill  them, 
assign  food  jpriorities  and  make  allocations,  take  such  steps  as  required  to 
effect  the  efficient  and  proper  distribution  of  the  available  food  supply,  and 
purchase  and  procure  food  for  Federal  agencies. 

December '9,  1942:    An  American  cheddar  cheese  subsidy  program  was  announced  to 
expand  production  by  increasing,  the  returns  to  farmers  who  ship  milk  to  cheese 
factories.    Under  the  program-  the  G-overnment  purchases  all  such  cheese 
delivered  by  factories  at  a  fixed  price  and  then  sells  it  back  to  the 
factories,  without  effecting  physical  transfer,  at  2-3/4^  per  pound  less  than 
the  purchase  price.     This  was  to  enable  factories  to  pay  farmers  a  price  that 
would  attract  milk  for  the  needed  increase  in  cheese  production  and  yet  prevent 
a  rise  in  price  to  consumers. 

December  10.  1942:     The  Department  of  Agriculture  was  reorganized, to  facilitate 
the  carrying  out  of  the  national  food  program  entrusted  to  the  Secretary 
on  December  5,  1942.     Its  activities  were  in  the  main  grouped  into  a  Food 
Production  Administration,  a  Food  Distribution  Administration,  and  an  Agricul- 
tural Research  Administration,  the- functions  of  the  Commodity . Credit 
Corporation,  the  Forest  Service,  and  the  Riaral  Electrification  Administrat  ion
